There  are  no  changes  in  the  Register  to  report  during  the  year  and  it 
has  not  been  necessary  to  issue  any  Notices, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  DISINFECTION  AICi  DISIHFESTATION 

3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  Ryhall  and  1 at  Clipsham  were  investigated 
and  appropriate  rtieasures  of  disinfection  carried  out,  Eneviiries  were  also  made 
in  respect  of  2 notifications  of  Tubercul.osis  one  each  at  Ketton  and  Little 
Caster-tor, 

A house  at  Pickworbh  was  found  to  be  in  filthy  condition  and  the  two 
elderly  persons  living  there  in  conditions  of  extreme  squalor.  Afoer  con- 
siderable pressure  the  elderi.y  man  was  removed  to  St.,  George' s,  Stamford,  for 
the  necessary  care  and  attention  vdthout  recourse  to  statutory  powers  and  the 
daughter  of  the  female  person  consented  to  take  care  of  her  mother.  The 
pr^iises  v;ere  subsequently  cleansed  by  the  owners. 
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NEW  BUILDINGS 


Residential  development  continued  at  an  increasing  rate  during  the  year 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  east  Rutland  is  so  popular,  I<laybe  this  is 
because  of  the  availability  of  mains  services  in  the  larger  villages  of  this 
District,  159  plans  were  deposited  of  which  127  were  approved,  21  were  exempt 
from  building  byelaws,  7 were  v;ithdrawn,  2 disapproved  and  2 deferred.  The 
approved  plans  included  those  for  55  private  dwellings  comprising  36  at  Ketton, 

7 at  Ryhall,  7 at  Little  Casterton  and  1 each  at  Tinv/ell  and  Great  Casterton. 

82  private  dwellings  v;ere  completed  during  the  year  comprising  30  at  Ryhall,  24 
at  Tinwell,  19  at  Ketton,  5 at  Little  Casterton  and  4 at  Great  Casterton.  No 

new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  but  14  elderly  persons 
bungalows  were  in  course  of  construction  at  Ketton, 

An  unusual  feature  was  the  service  of  a Notice  to  pull  down  a substantial 
part  of  a new  building  in  course  of  erection  which  was  not  being  constructed  in 
accordance  with  sound  building  practice  to  secure  due  stability.  The  Notice 
was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  but  has  since  been  complied  with. 

MOVEABLE  D^WELLINGS 

No  additional  sites  have  been  licensed  during  the  year, 

SCAVENGING 

This  service  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year  with 
very  few  complaints  and  the  hiring  of  standard  dustbins  continued  to  be  a pop- 
ular service. 

The  new  tip  on  the  Ryhall/Great  Casterton  Road  was  brought  into  operation 
after  being  well  fenced  in.  This  seems  to  have  prevented  trouble  experienced 
at  other  tips  in  the  District  whereby  the  locking  of  an  entrance  gate  has 
merely  resulted  in  the  tipping  of  unauthorised  material  in  the  entrance  at  times 
even  barring  access  to  the  Council’s  vehicle.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the 
problem  of  disposal  of  waste  materials  which  are  not  collected  in  the  normal  way 
can  be  dealt  with  at  disposal  points  other  than  those  v'here  there  is  labour 
continually  working  on  site. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

No  positive  progress  has  been  possible  to  enlarge  the  Works  at  Ryhall 
which  has  now  become  an  urgent  necessity.  In  addition  to  dealing  with  sewage 
from  Ryhall  and  Essendine  a tentative  agreement  has  been  reached  with  South 
Kesteven  Rural  District  Council  to  include  sewerage  from  the  Parish  of  Carlby 
in  that  District, 

The  proposed  scheme  for  Tinwell  suffered  a setback  consequent  upon  the 
Borough  of  Stam.ford  declaring  its  li.  iwTility  to  receive  sevrerage  from  Tinwell 
as  rits  own  Works  is  already  loaded  to  capacity.  Accordingly  a scheme  embodying 
an  independent  Works  at  Tinwell  was  in  course  of  preparation  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers, 

With  regard  to  the  Ketton  scheme  an  additional  73  premises  were  connected 
during  the  year  and  a further  31  pail  closets  replaced  by  water  closets, 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT

WATER  SUPPLIES 

One  sample  of  water  taken  from  a private  well  nn  the  Parish  of  Ketton  was 
reported  as  suspicious.  The  Water  Boards  have  notified  the  results  of  a large 
number  of  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  exemination  in  the  District  and 
of  the  213  samples  reported  190  were  satisfactory,  12  suspicious  and  11  un- 
satisfactory, A chemical  analysis  of  the  Tixover  source  gave  satisfactory 
results,

HOUSING  INSPECTION 

12  further  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year  but  the  projected 
scheme  for  reconstruction  of  the  'Long  Row’,  Ketton,  has  made  little  further 
progress. 

During  the  year  7 houses  were  brought  up  to  Discretionary  Grant  standard 
and  11  to  the  Standard  Grant  requirements.  13  Discretionary  Grants  and  7 
Standard  Grants  were  awarded  during  the  year  and  in  the  remaining  4 cases  no 
Grant  was  awarded  as  the  necessary  conditions  were  not  complied  with,  1 

Grant  was  awarded  for  re-roofing  a house  under  the  Historical  Buildings  Act  and 
a second  application  was  refused. 

The  car  parking  problem  on  Council  house  estates  received  further 
consideration  and  an  additional  hardstanding  for  the  erection  of  tenants’ 
garages  was  provided  at  Great  Casterton.  The  planning  Authority  has  shown 
some  misgivings  at  the  erection  of  asbestos  garages  and  indeed  this  problem 
still  remains  to  be  ^solved  at  Ryhall.  Hardstandings  for  tenants’  garages 
have  proved  popular  but  there  seems  to  be  little  demand  for  renting  permanent 
garages  erected  by  the  Council,  Portable  garages  may  not  always  be  objects 
of  beauty  but  they  do  achieve  tne  object  of  the  exercise  i.e,  to  get  rid  of 
large  numbers  of  vehicles  parked  on  the  highway  at  night..
